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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see remarks pages 1 4 and 1 5, filed 7 June 201 0, with 
respect to the priority date have been fully considered and are persuasive. In view of 
the submitted remarks and evidence, Examiner agrees that the priority date of the 
current claims is 16 August 1995. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see remarks pages 16 and 17, filed 7 June 2010, with 
respect to the rejection of claims 1 , 6-8, 12, 13, 18-20 and 24-28 been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Consequently, the rejection of said claims has been respectfully 
withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see remarks pages 17 and 18, filed 7 June 2010, with 
respect to the rejection of claims 2-5, 9-11, 14-17 and 21-23 been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The declaration filed on 1 8 September 2009 under 37 CFR 1.131 is 
sufficient to overcome the Laudon reference and the rejection of said claims has been 
respectfully withdrawn. 

4. In view of Applicants' remarks and declarations, Claims 1 -28 are allowed.
